An Ace of Common Councell, concerning the 


Preſeruation and clenſing of the Riuer of Thames, made the eight 
and twentith day of September, in the thirtieth yeere of our Soueraigne

here by the Statute made in the ſeuen and twentith peere of the Reigne of our Soue⸗ 

2 raigne Loꝛd King Henrie the eight, among other fot refoꝛmation of the mitoꝛdering of the 
N 2 Riucr of Ihames, by caſting in Dung, o2 other filth, many great ſhelues and other rings 
N 2 haue beene of late growne and made within the fame Kiner: By reaſon whereof, many 
„ gteat breaches haue enſued by occaſion thereof: which of lite {yall be th? occaſion of the 
> PA > SYS vtter deftriiction of the ſaid Kiuer, vnleſſe that the fame Law, be put in due execution, ac- 
. 2 i & coꝛding to the true intent and meaning thereof. 
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Wherefoꝛe, foꝛ a further re:ounation of the ſame, and to the intent that the ſaid good and wholſome Sta- 
tute may be put in moꝛe execution, and better knowledge of the people: It is enacted by the authoꝛity of this 
Common Counceli, that Mꝛaclamation may be ma e within this {aide Citie, and the ſame to bee put in wꝛi⸗ 
ting, and Tables thereof made and ſet vp in diners places of this Titic, That it ſhall bee law full to euery 
perlon oz perſons, to digge,carry away, and take away Sand, Graucil,o2 any Rubbiſh, Earth, oz anp thing 
lying, 02 being in any ſhelue o2 ſhelues within the ſaide Riner of Thames, without let oz interruption of anp 
perſon oꝛ perſons, and without anything paying io the lame: and after that, to ſell the ſame away, o2 other- 
wiſe occupie oꝛ diſpoſe the ſaid Granei!, Sand, oz other thing, at their free liberty and pleaſure, And that 
all Pauiers, Bzicklayers, Tilers, Malons, and allother that ſhall occupie Sand, oz Grauell, ſhall endea- 
uour themſelues, with alltheir diligence, to occupie the ſald Sand oz Graucil, and none other, paying fox 
the ſame reaſonably, as they ſhould and ought to pay to; other Sand oꝛ rauell, digged out ofother mens 
grounds about the ſaide Citic, which after is ſtiled againe with much filthy things, tothe great infection of 
the Inhabitants of the ſaide Citie, and all other repaying tothe ſame. And that further, humble ſuite map 
be made to the Kings Yighneſſe, That all perlous hauing Lands oz Tenements along the Btnerſide, vpon 
certaine paine by his Highneſle, and the L92ds of his moſt Bonourable Counceil,to be limited, ſhali well and 
ſufficiently repayꝛe and maintaine, all the Walles and Bankes adtopning totheir ſaid Lands, ſo that the 
water map not, no2 ſhall bzeake in vpon the ſame. And the lame to be continued, vntill the time the ſaide no= 
ble Kiuer be bꝛought againe to his old courſe and kozmer eſtate. And that ſtrong grates of Jronalong the 
ſaid water ſide, and alſo by the ſtreete fide, where any water⸗courſe is had into the ſaide Thames, bee made 
by the Jnhabitantsof euery ward, ſo along the laid Water, as of old time hath beene accuſtomed. And that 
euery grate be in height, foiire and twentp inches at the leaf; o2 moe, as the place ſhall neede: and inbxedth 
one from another, one inch. Ind the ame tobe done with ail expedition and ſpcede. And ik the Occupiers 
of the laide Lands aud Tenements make default contrary to the oꝛdinante alozeſalde: oz elle if anp perſon 
o2 perſons, in great raines oꝛ other times, ſweepe their ſoplage o2 filth oi their Houſes into the Chanell and 
the ſame after is conueped into the hem e, cuerp perſon fo offending, Hall foꝛfeite for euery ſuch default 
twenty pence: and that vpon complaint tobe made to any Conſtable nertadiopning tothe ſaide place, where 
any ſuch default ſhall be found, it thall be law full toz the laid Conſtable oꝛhis ſuffictent Deputie fox the time 
being, from time to time to diſtraine koꝛ the ſame offence, And toretainc the kame irre plegiable, and like law 
to be oblerued, andkept, and like penalty to be paide foꝛ euery perſon, that burne ruſhes and ſtraw in their 
houſes,02 walh in the common ſtreets oꝛ Lanes, and to be recoucred as afozelaid: and the one moity there⸗ 
of to be tothe Maioꝛ and Commonaitic : and the other moity to bes dimded bet weene the laid Conſtable that 
taketh paine and the party finder ol the ſaide fault. And ik the Tonſt able oz his Deputie koꝛ the time being 
refuſe to doe his dutic accoꝛding to the true meaning of this Act, That then the Conſtable oz his Deputie, 
which ſhall ſo refuſe to do his dutie, as afoꝛetaid, ſhall iozfert aud pay oz cuerytime offending, thee ſhillings 
and foure pence. And the ſame penalty of the ſaide Conſtable to bee recouered and obtained by diſtreſſe irre⸗ 
plegiable, to be taken by any of the Officers of the Chamber of London, to the vie of the Mayoz and Tom⸗ 
monaltyof London. 


And further, that no perſon o2 perſons, hauing any Wharke oꝛ houle by the ſaid waterſide, make not their 
Lapſtals nigh to the riner atoꝛeſaide, except onely the common Lapſtalles, where thecommon Katers ok this 
Citie vſe to repoſe, and lay all their ſoylage, to be carried away by them with their Dung⸗boates. And that 
the ſaide Kakers ſhall lay their ſaid dung, carried in their dung⸗ boats to ſuch conuenient place oz places, as 
ſball be appointed by the Loꝛd Mayoꝛ of London fox the time being, with the aduice of his bzethzen the Al⸗ 
dermen of the ſame, and to none other place oꝛ places, vpon paine to foꝛfeit toz euery ſuch default, fine pound 
to be recduered in any of the Kings Courts within the Citie of London, by Bill, laint, moptie of debt, oz in⸗ 
foumation by any perſon, that will oz ſhall purſue fo2 the ſame : the one moytte thereof to bee to the Bayoz 
and Commonalty of London, and the other moytie to him oz them that will oꝛ ſhall purſue foꝛ the ſame : in 
which actions o2 ſuites, no wager of Law no2 Eſloile ſhall be allowed.
